Council tables graduate demands

Last week at an SSMU Council 
meeting, the Post Graduates Stu- 
dents’ Society (PGSS) proposed 
some controversial changes to the 
SSMU Constituiton. 

The PGSS gave SSMU two al- 
ternatives. It demanded that SSMU 
cither make effective constitutional 
amendments increasing graduate 
representation on Council or that 
SSMU modify its membership by 
recognizing graduate secession. 
Graduate students have been mem- 
bers of SSMU since 1960. 

According to PGSS President 
Lee Iverson, graduates do not have 
the same interests as undergradu- 
ates. He added that many graduates 
don’t want to pay membership fees 
to SSMU, which is principally an 
undergraduate organisation. Iver- 
son said SSMU can avoid graduate 
secession only if Council approves 
the proposed increase in graduate 
representation. The increase would 
then have to be agreed on by the stu-

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dent body at referendum. 

Council, however, failed to dis- 
cuss these amendments at its meet- 
ing last Tuesday. The questions 
were the last item on the agenda and 
were forgotten after a planned 
walkout at 22h20 by the Arts and 
Science Undergarduatc Society 
(ASUS) representatives to Council. 

Last year, a similar PGSS pro- 
posal toincrcasegraduatereprcscn- 
tation passed the SSMU Council 
but failed at the March referendum. 
Members of ASUS had formed an 
effective “No-Committcc’’ for this 
referendum question. 

ASUS representatives said 
graduate students do not represent a 
large enough fraction of the student 
body to be guaranteed the 8 (out of 
32) Council positions they arc ask- 
ing for. 

The PGSS proposal to Council 
contained a complicated mathe- 
matical funding formula, designed 
to show that graduates pay an un- 
fare share of SSMU fees. Coté and 
other Councillors said they were

According to SSMU President 
Nancy Coté, this was the only 
amendment that was not controver- 
sial and expected. “The only reason 
the VP Finance was elected from 
among student councillors was to 
provide for extra accountability, 
but you could argue that for all the 
Council positions, ’’she said. Coté 
said that in previous years, the 
SSMU VP University Affairs was 
also elected from among 
prc-clcctcd councillors. Last year, 
Council decided to open this execu- 
tive’s election to all McGill stu- 
dents. 

Coté said councillors need more 
time to debate the other changes. 
"Next semester would be a more 
appropriate time to discuss these 



amendments, "she said. 

Coté also pointed out that the 
amendments were proposed at too 
late a date because an SSMU 
constitutional clause requires that 
Council approveall rcfcrcndaqucs- 
tions 21 days before the 
mid-November election period. 

However, Council temporarily 
strayed from this clause for the VP 
Finance election question, ruling 
that referenda questions need to be 
approved only 14 days prior to the 
election period. 

According to SSMU VP Exter- 
nal Mark Cameron, "we had to pass 
that amendment now so that next 
year’s VP Finance could be elected 
by all students." Students will vote 
for or against the 
Council-approved amendment 
next month. 



Nova Scotia 
students sup- 
port gay rights 



HALIFAX (CUP): Nova Sco- 
tia’s student lobby group has con- 
demned the provincial government 
‘s decision to deny protection to 
lesbians, gay men and AIDS carri- 
ers in the human rights act. 

RoydenTrainor, interim chair of 
the 20000-strong Students’ Un- 
ions of Nova Scotia, said he is 
“appalled that the government 
would be so callously homopho- 
bic.” 

The recommendations were 
included in a report released the 
first week of October by the Nova 
Scotia Task Force on AIDS. 

"There were no good reasons for 
denying fundamental and basic 
human rights for HIV-positive or 
gay members of our society," said 
Trainor. "There are, however, lots 
of bad reasons for doing so and the 
government seems to know them 
all. 

“It would be nice if we can help 
make this province a little more 
humane and a little more just.” 

The task force was set up after 
sixth grade teacher Eric Smith was 
transferred to a non-teaching posi- 
tion when parents in the south- 
western Nova Scotia community of 
Barrington Passage threatened to 
keep their children away from 
classes. Smith’s doctor had sent 
blood samples away for analysis 
without the patient’s knowledge. 
The HIV-positive results were 
leaked to the community by the 
physician’s secretary. 

The HIV-positive result can 
mean Smith has been exposed to the 
AIDS virus. 

The virus is passed through 
unprotected sexual intercourse or 
sharing needles. It blocks the 
body’s immune system. 



The Tory provincial govern- 
ment offered Smith a full-time job 
on the task force. 

Nova Scotia Health Minister 
Joel Matheson said he will intro- 
duce legislation giving the province 
the right to quarantine people carry- 
ing the AIDS virus. 

That announcement was made 
after a warrant was issued for the 
arrest of Scott Wcntzell, a bisexual 
man charged with criminal negli- 
gence causing bodily harm for al- 
legedly infecting a woman with the 
virus. Wcntzell turned himself in. 
Bail requirements include abstain- 
ing from sex. 

British Columbia’s Social 
Credit government passed quaran- 
tine legislation amendments in De- 
cember over objections from AIDS 
groups who feared AIDS patients 
will be targetted. 

“There is a lot of stigma around 
(AIDS) testing. This will undoubt- 
edly drive people underground. 
I’ve already heard of people drop- 
ping out," said Kevin Brown, of the 
Vancouver People With AIDS 
Coalition. 

The Nova Scotia government 
also turned down anonymous AIDS 
testing. Québec, Ontario, Manitoba 
and the Yukon have already in- 
cluded sexual orientation in their 
human rights legislation. An Octo- 
ber 1985 report titled “Equality for 
All" which recommended protect- 
ing gays and lesbians in the federal 
Charter of Human Rights and Free- 
doms has yet to be acted upon. 

However, a Canadian Human 
Rights Commission official said 
the act bans discrimination on the 
basis of disability. According to the 
Commission AIDS is acted on as a 
disability.

To the Daily: 

I was more than a liule surprised 
to find Joy D. Jones’ response to my 
letter in Monday’s (October 24) 
edition of the Daily. What a speedy 
reply, considering my letter ap- 
peared in Friday’s (October 21) 
issue. Why did my letter take five 
working days to publish (I submit- 
ted it one week before, on October 
14) while hers look less than one 
day? In order to get her letter in 
Monday’s paper, Miss Jones would 
have had to read my letter Friday 
morning, immediately type a re- 
sponse, submit it that afternoon to 
the Daily, which would have to had 
put it into the next issue immedi- 
ately. Unless, of course, Miss 
‘Jones’ had access to my letter be- 
fore it was printcd...Thus we are, 
given an enlightening example of 
the Daily's sense of impartiality 
and fair play. My point is that 
should certain people on an other- 
wise fine newspaper’s staff feel 
very strongly about one political 
issue or other, the paper in question 
would suffer a corresponding lack 
of impartiality. This would be evi- 
denced by a preponderance of fea- 
ture articles in favor of one side of 
an issue as well as almost instanta- 
neous responses to letters criticiz- 
ing these feature articles. Basically 
the paper would get 'first and last 
crack’ in any discussion. Thank- 
fully not all newspapers behave in 
this fashion. 

Getting back to 'Miss Jones,’ 
what we have on our hands is a 
contextual war which neither side 
can win. For example, I still main- 
tain that the Dcir Yassin massacre 
was anomaly in Israeli tactics (es- 
pecially if you examine and com- 
pare the present and past tactics of 
the Palestinians and certain Arab 
countries.) Dealing with terrorists 
and guerrilla warfare is exceed- 
ingly difficult, especially when the 
terrorists in question surround 
themselves with civilians, estab- 
lishing their camps among women 
and children. The terrorists do this 
intentionally in order to ‘protect’ 
themselves, since they know that 
each civilian death that occurs dur- 
ing an attack against them costs 
Israel politically and forces Israel to 
be correspondingly more hesitant 
to strike. Yet Israel must react to 
terrorist attacks, for it is a govern- 
ment’s prime responsibility to en- 



sure the safely of its citizens. 

Miss Jones then asserts that 
“Israel, with the world’s fourth 
most powerful army, faces little 
threat from the Arabs.’’ Perhaps 
Miss Jones should examine this 
statement of hers before calling my 
claims “buffoonish” and “vacu- 
ous." May I remind Jones that the 
combined might of the Arab na- 
tions which waged war on Israel in 
1948,1956,1967 and 1973 vastly 
outnumbers Israel’s forces in terms 
of manpower and armaments 
(mostly Soviet supplied.) Israel 
survived the surprise attack of 1973 
(on Yom Kippur, the holiest day of 
the year for Judaism) only because 
of the heroic efforts of its soldiers, 
who surpassed the Arabs only in 
morals, bravery, skill and determi- 
nation (knowing that losing meant 
the annihilation of their people and 
country). 

May I remind Jones that a state 
of war still exists between Israel 
and the Arab countries (except 
Egypt) and that the PLO national 
covenant (drawn up before Israel 
occupied the West Bank and Gaza) 
promises to destroy Israel by what- 
ever means possible. Would any- 
one in their right mind not feel 
threatened if they were an Israeli? 

Certainly no country is free of 
immoral incidents in its past, espe- 
cially one that has had to fight as 
hard for its survival as that “annoy- 
ing little country in the Middle 
East," Israel. 

Perhaps Jones and certain 
people of the Daily should follow 
their own advice about "regard for 
objectivity and fact."

Recycling rebirth 

Recycling rebirth. 

In order to have a recycling rebirth, there needs to be active participation from 
the community. The McGill community could be forerunners in generating home 
recycling. Students and staff can easily bring recycling to their own apartment 
buildings. 

Centre de récupération jeunesse du monde — Montréal, a private recycling 
organization, will gladly collect all waste paper and newspaper in residential 
buildings. 

To have Recuperation collect in your building, call, then take (lie following 
simple steps: 

1. Explain to your landlord the need to bring a recycling program into the 
building. 

2. Find a convenient pick — up spot. (Consider fire laws, such as blocking 
passageways) 

3. Put up notice informing tenants: 

A. what is considered waste paper (tissues and cartons arc not) 

B. to tie newspapers into bundles 

C. of the separate drop — off locations of waste paper and newspaper 

4. Ask Recuperation fora metal barrel and a wooden bin if you need a container 
to store stacks of newspaper. 

Recuperation will pick up on request and will provide necessary material at no 
cost to the rccyclist. All you need to provide is a little time to get the recycling 
organised then it is up to all the tenants to start sorting their garbage. 

Municipalities such as Ville La Salle have already had this type of programme 
for a couple of years. Montréal has a pilot project in N.D.G and considers that some 
time in the future (???) recycling will be in all homes in the city. Let’s not let 
recycling be just a debate topic for politicians.

referendum be held on whether we 
should pay an extra student fee of 
SI. 50 per semester to pay for the 
law students’ legal aid service they 
offer to both students and the com- 
munity. 

I remarked that this was $60 000 
per year and began to ask some 
questions. It seems that the pro- 
gramme is currently supported by 
money from SSMU and the law 
faculty. What would become of 
funds being currently used was 
unknown. 

Although the law student did not 
have a specific budget, the S60 000 
would be used to pay four law stu- 
dents S5.50 an hour to run the pro- 
gramme through the summer, to 
purchase supplies, to pay fees to 
access law data bases and to pro- 
mote the service. 

Let’s see, four students at $5.50 
for 40 hours a week comes out to 
$14 180 and, say, another $100 for 
supplies and paper makes $14 180. 
That leaves $45 820 for the data 
base and promotion. 

The cost of the data base service 
was not known, but it made me 
wonder what had happened to the 
old data base known as law books. 
Would the cases with which they 
would be dealing be so varied, 
complex and tricky that a fandango 
computer base would be necessary? 
If so, I suggest the law students 
would be morally obliged to refer 
their clients to more experienced 
professional lawyers. 

Promotion should be available 
in llic form of free publicity on radio 
and in newspapers.

I also asked what was wrong 
with the provincially funded Aide 
Juridique. She told me that people 
who earned above a certain limit 
had to pay a portion of the cost and 
that some people did not know 
about Aide Juridique. I wondered if 
I wanted to pay for the legal advice 
being offered to so people who, by 
one standard, should be able to pay 
for some of it themselves. And if 
people did not know about Aide 
Juridique, how were the McGill law 
students ever going to be able to 
make the public aware of their serv- 
ice? (Oh yeah, the $40 000 for pro- 
motion!) 

I could also not find out who 
would control the money, or 
whether there would be an audit. 
Some of you may remember during 
the seventies the SSMU was under 
trusteeship for mismanagement of 
funds. 

What was wrong with the cur- 
rent source of funding? What was 
the current budget? Would the $60 
000 be an increase? If so, how could 
this be justified? 

Because of these questions, I 
declined to sign the petition, but I 
noticed otlicrs were. Wow, I 
thought, what a gold mine. 

Just think of all the summer jobs 
and community services we could 
offer. For $1.50 per student per 
semester the education students 
could open a summer school for 
underprivileged kids; medicine, a 
health clinic; social work, a store 



front social service centre. The 
possibilities arc endless. Counsel- 
ling psychology could offer a clinic 
staffed by interns. Although die 
MBAs offer a business consulting 
group in the summer, they charge 
their clients. For a mere $1.50 stu- 
dent fee increase they could hire 
another consultant and not have to 
charge die under privileged busi- 
ness people that use their service. 
And, hey, they would not even have 
to solicit business at all! Their 
wages would be paid regardless. 

Better still, $0.50, just fifty 
cents, would provide a comfortable 
living for the poor guy who comes 
through the Bronfman building 
every evening collecting pop cans. 
Or how about giving a summer job 
to a couple of students who could 
wander around downtown giving 
quarters to the homeless? 

All of the above would cost less 
that $20 per year per student. Come 
on people, that’s only a one day ski 
pass or three first run movie tickets! 
Think of die good we could 
do...And say...wail a minulc...$60 
000 would more than pay off my 
mortgage.

Over 1000 Québec CEGEP and 
university students protested the 
provincial government’s inaction 
regarding promised reforms of the 
loans and bursaries programme. At 
the demonstration last Friday, pro- 
testors demanded changes that will 
make education in Québec finan- 
cially accessible to more students. 

The demonstrators marched for 
over two hours from Pare Lafon- 
taine to a mass rally in front of 
Robert Bourassa’s Montréal office 
on Boulevard René Levesque. The 
demonstration was organised by 
the provincial student coalition, 
L’Association nationale des étudi- 
antes et étudiants du Québec 
(ANEEQ), as a part of ils ongoing 
General Strike. 

Amidst chants for student soli- 
darity, speakers at the rally called 
for the immediate reform of 
Québcc’s current loans and bursar- 
ies policy. The speakers said the 
current policy docs not recognize 
the eligibility of many students 
with a valid need for financial aid, 
and prevents capable students from 
pursuing post-secondary educa- 
tion. 

According to François Giguérc, 
a member of ANEEQ’s Central 
Committee, the demonstration was 
a success. He said he hoped it would 
deliver a strong message of protest 
to the provincial Ministcrof Educa- 
tion, Claude Ryan. 

Although the 33 CEGEPs cur- 
rently on strike were represented at 
the demonstration, university par- 
ticipation was low. McGill’s con- 
tingent at the demonstration was 
particularly small. Only around ten 
students attended. Only five of 32 



Students’ Society councillors were 
present. 

According to SSMU President 
Nancy Coté, “It’s a pity more 
McGill students did not participate. 
SSMU docs support many ANEEQ 
demands." She said awareness rais- 
ing tactics like the demonstration 
arc useful in pointing out the inadc-

the Université du Québec à Mon- 
treal's students’ society, thcpartici- 
pation of McGill and other anglo- 
phone universities in the student 
movement has declined in the re- 
cent past. 

Demonstration co-ordinators, 
however, were impressed with 
McGill’s showing at the protest. 
Begley said McGill’s presence in 
the demonstration “really helps a 
lot," and tells the government that 
“everybody is saying the loans and 
bursaries system stinks." 

Begley said Ryan’s procrastina- 
tion on reforming the loans and 
bursaries policy is unacceptable. 
He attended the meeting between 
Ryan and several Québec univer- 
sity studcntrcprcscntativcs, includ- 
ing SSMU VP External Mark 
Cameron, last Wednesday. "We ac- 
complished absolutely nothing," he 
said. “Ryan said that we should no w 
accept the lift on Québec’s tuition 
freeze." 

Ryan wants to raise Québec tui- 
tion to equal Ontario fees. Begley is 
from Ontario and is studying in 
Québec because he can’t afford to 
pay for school there. 

Ca According to Michel Robillard, 
|s a pre-CEGEP student, the current

unfair to Canada’s youth. "Millions

plan ahead,” Robillard said. He is 
seventeen years old and was an 
active organiser of the ANEEQ 
demons dation. 

In Québec, students cannot re- 
ceive bursaries without first accept- 
ing a loan. In 1988, the maximum 
loan was increased from S1750 to 
S2380 for university students in 
Bachelor Degree programmes and 
from S2485 to S3210 for Master’s 
and Ph.D students. 

Students are granted bursaries 
only after being rigorously 
screened and categorized into “de- 
pendent" or “non-dependent” 
group, and into those residing at or 
away from home. “Dependent" 
students’ parental income is taken 
into consideration whether or not 
their parents do actually contribute 
towards their education. The 
“non-dependent" group includes 
students who are married, support 
children or have worked for two 
periods of twelve consecutive 
months, during which time the stu- 
dent should not have been enrolled 
full-time in any educational institu- 
tion. 

Québcc’s stringent Loans and 
Bursaries system encourages stu- 
dents to enter into “marriages oi 
convenience” or discourage them 
from applying to universities, pro- 
testors said. 

According to ANEEQ mem- 
bers, pressuring the government to 
change its discriminatory policies 
may make education accessible to 
many more students. A tuition fee 
increase, they said, would worsen 
the situation considerably.
